nafraw limita within which its powers 
aro confined hea frequently been a sub- 
ject of discnssion at tho meetings of the 
oard, and it would only be natural if 
the members folt that the legal restric- 
tione by which their actions aro hamper- 
ed reduced them and their doings to 
comparative insignificance. There may” 
have been—and we believe thére wis— 
at one time a hope that the Board 
would be able to accomplish a good 
many things which would naturally come 
withia tho legitimate province ofa 
Municipal Council; and from our re- 
collection of the early proceedings of 
the newly-coustituted Bond, we should 
say that some such hopo was not slto- 
gether absunt from he minds of the’ 
ajority ofthe members, A properly- 
onstituted Municipal Coanel would 
not, of course, be absolutely under tha 
thumb of the Government, but 
the Sanitary Board, under its pra- 
sent limitations, can hardly be said 
to exercise any independant functions 
at all.

Francis, Q.C., has tuken considerable 
trouble to demonstrate, and of which, we 
imngine, most members are now pretty 
well convinced. ‘(he Board can express 
an opinion, it is true, upon a good many 
things, the members not being absolute- 
ly gagged ; and an expression of opinion 
by it can be held to be vither relevant or 
irrelevant, but beyond thia, excopt 
in matters of comparatively little 
importance, the Board cannot go. 
motion which Mr Francis 
proposes to move ata future meeting 
with reference to the water supply, & 
matter which is very closely connected 
with questions of sanitation and public 
bealth, can only be taken by tho Gov- 
ernment as n mere expression of opinion. 
The Board has no power to do anything 
furtber in connection with it than to 
send something in the form of a recom- 
mendation to the Government, snd the 
Government, in dealing with it, will be 
guided by the ‘Water Authority > who 
ia a Government official and who has 
already sfsstoaly decided the case 
against Mr Francis and any other mem- 
vers of the Sanitary Bourd who might 
be inclined to support his motion. We . 
are not disposed to argue against a very 
strict limitation of the daily dole of 
water to the Chinese community, The 
vast and shameful waste of water which 
threatened the colony not long ago with 
a water famine, in spite of our big Tytam 
supply, formas a suficiont rosson for 
making u determined attempt to con- 
vince aur Chinese fellow-citizons that 
indiscriminate waste cannot be tolerated, 
und that it is neither for their own good 
uor for the good of the community at 
large that they should omit to shut 
their taps when they have bad quite a8 
much wuter us they require at any par-- 
ticular time or for any particular pur- 
pose. Apart, bowevar, from the Sani+ 
tary Board powers, or want ‘of powers, 
in connection with the water supply, it 
might surely be expected that if the 
Board is competent to deal with any 
question ‘at all it should be the question 
of drainage. Judging from the report 
of the proceedings of Inst meeting, this is 
a subject in regard to which the Board 
has somewhat underestimuted what lit- 
tle at. hority it boy been invested with. 
We say this with purticular reference to 
the correspondence submitted to the 


Board regardiag the insapitery condi- 
tion of the house No. 82, Praye Cantral. 
A Chinese tenant of that house bad 
written to the proprietor, Mr M. J, D. 
Stephens, solicitor, complaining of the” 
Arpiouge od giving notice that unless 
some imp. svements therein werd effect- 
ed no claim for rent would be ontertain- 
ed. Surthor, the indignant tenant, 
moved to exasperation by the preval- 
ence of a stench which was uabserable 
even to the very tolerant nostrila of a 
Chine, threatened an action either 
against the Government or Mr Stephens 
‘for the serious ilness whieh he (the 
tenant) had contracted through the 
defective sanitary arrangements of the 
premises.” From the history , of 
the ease, as priven in the correspond- 
ence, it would appear that, ifnny action 
is lronght, it ought to_bs brought 
against the Goverment. Mr Stephens 
writes to the Board that the ten- 
ants aro continuslly complaining of the 
defective state of the drains and say 
thet ‘uotil the new system of 
drainage (the “separate” system) 
wos laid down ‘tbroughout the 
lot no trouble whatever trose with 
reference to the drains.’ Now if tenants 
are poisoned and landlords ore denied 
their rents on account of the gross 
defects of this precious ‘ seprate ” sys- 
tem, it is only fair that the chief blame 
should fall on the Government, which 
is responsible for the ayatem, Mr Ste~ 
phens states that he was ‘called upon 
u year or more ago by the drainage 
authoritios to redrain this let at 
a cost of $1,010, with the result 
that constant complaints are be- 
ing made of inundations of ground 
floors and onthouses.’” And he very 
prpoerly adds: ‘It seems to me that, 
efire“dny new drainage system was 
decided upon, the habits of ibe Chinese 
should have been more fully considered 
and provided for, and T think this bes 
greatly todo with the present -diffi- 
culty.’ This is a reflection which would 
naturally occur to auy reasonable per- 
son who knows anything about the 
habits of the Chinese, and we can only 
assume that the sanitary authorities ei- 
ther entirely iguored the fact that the 
separate system was not invented to 
meet the requirements of Chinese ton- 
ante or else that thoy imnocently - be- 
lieved that the introduction ofthe system - 
would at once effect a complete. revola- 
tionin those veryancient habits’. Where
